M ass Transit 
Backers Lose 


O hio Round 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
recommendation to change the Ohio 
Constitution to authorize use of ear­ 
marked highway funds for other forms 
of transportation — namely mass tran­ 
sit — has hit another snag in the Ohio 
Constitutional Revision Commission. 
After a three hour session Thursday 
that produced no agreement, the 
commission voted 11-6 to send it back 
to its Committee on Taxation which 
studied it several months. 
The powerful highway lobby is 
fighting the change with assertions 
that revenues derived from highway 
use taxes are now not sufficient for 
highways and will not Ik * in the future. 
Two of their spokesmen testified 
before tile commission at Thursday’s 
meeting. 
Meml)ers are studying a proposal to 
recommend to the legislature that an 
amendment be placed before the 
voters to allow use of highway tax 
revenues for other purposes upon two- 
thirds afjproval of the legislature. 
.James W Shocknessy, chairman of 
the Dfiio Turnpike Commission and a 
member of the commission, offered an 
amendment that would have reduced 
the legislative margin for fund shifts 
from two-thirds to a simple majority. 
After debate, his amendment failed 9- 
1ft. 
Auntlier unsuccessful amendment 
would have changed the proposal to 
recommend to the legislature that the 
entire constitutional sections con­ 
taining the restriction be repealed. It 
lost 8-11. 
Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, a 
member of 
the 
Committee on 
Taxation, said Im* was concerned about

Peace Corps Revival 


Few outfits have had as 
many ups and downs as the 
Peace Corps, but the regard in 
which it is held appears to be 
ascending again. Officials of 
the volunteer organization say 
requests for members to work 
abroad are greater than can be 
filled. 


That is a dramatic reversal 
of the situation not long ago 
when Peace Corps members 
were asked to leave by their 


hosts and entire missions were 
closed out. 


One of the reasons mentioned 
tor the improved acceptance 
and 
performance 
of 
Peace 
Corpsmen is that volunteers 
are no longer chosen for their 
youthful exuberance, but are 
selected now on the basis of 
their competence in the skills 
required. Hut they are not less 
dedicated. They are still paid 
only $75 a month, which is not 


exactly the kind of inducement 
most workers are seeking. 
It is significant also that the 
Peace Corps is not among those 
assistance agencies the admin­ 
istration is curtailing or elim­ 
inating because they failed to 
live up to expectations. Under 
proper direction and planning 
the Peace Corps does have a 
future in providing the kind of 
person-to-person contact and 
teaching in practical skills so 
badly needed. 


Who Can Be An M. D.? 


As a columnist who draws his share 
of the mail, I have noticed that two 
particular topics provoke a par­ 
ticularly heavy correspondence. One is 
education; the other is medicine. Or 
perhaps it is only one topic;, for it is 
medical education that sends people to 
their typewriters and inkwells. 
Not too long alo I wrote a column 
about the difficulty of getting into 
American medical schools. Albert 
Schrader, who runs the Alliance for 
Franco-American Graduate Studies, 
Inc., at 527 Madison Avenue in New 
York City, had been complaining that, 
out of 37,(MKI applicants, only 13,570 
managed to gain acceptance to U.S. 
medical schools in 1972. In despair, a 
few hundred Americans with a driving 
desire to become physicians seek to go 
abroad each year for medical training.

And the AMA’s 
Holiert Hoot makes the “little known 
point” that, immediately after World 
War II, “the AMA suggested con­ 
tinuation of the wartime acceleration 
program of training doctors.” If this 
iiad happened, we would have had 
55,000 more doctors now. Mr. Hoot 
adds that the “basic problem” today 
“is one of distribution and over­ 
specialization and not 
necessarily 
production of sheer numbers." 
I gather from the spate of mail that I 
may have wronged the American 
Medical Association, but that a 
problem nonetheless does exist. If 
there is “ over-specialization,” it 
means we need more general prac­ 
titioners, particularly in ghetto and 
rural areas. 
As for those medical students who go 
abroad for their education and then 
fail to pass the necessary qualifying 
examination after returning home, Dr. 
Sataline has some poignant words. 
Talking with students at Bologna 
University in Italy, Dr. Sataline noted 
their ‘’resentment and frustration” 
with authorities in the U.S. who, so 
they felt, had “overlooked their ability 
or motivation” and had “forsaken 
them as second-class citizens and 
students.” Since the Bologna courses 
“are basically didactic and heavily 
laden with theory," there is a “lack of 
correlation of the material .stressed in 
Italian as compared to the American 
texts.”

Dear Miss L.: 
The dedication and training of 
teachers often makes them recognize 
behavior problems that may be 
overlooked, and even ignored, by 
parents. 
Far too often, parents take it as a 
personal insult if they are told about 
unacceptable 
behavior 
of 
their 
children. 
Actually, the teacher is in the best 
position to see a child who is in contact 
with other children of his own age in 
community living. 
The 
kind 
of 
extraordinary 
hyperactivity that you describe is a 
very special and definite pattern of 
behavior which may be the result of 
physical or emotional problems, or a 
combination of both. 
The 
condition 
is 
called 
“hyperkinesia.” 
It is strange, and oddly unexplained, 
that such overactivity occurs ten times 
more often in boys than it does in girls. 
It is rarely seen in children below the 
age of 4. 
I refer, of course, to overactivity 
associated with abnormal emotional 
instability and irritability. This does 
not apply to the normally energetic, 
enthusiastic outgoing behavior of an 
active young child. 
The parents of this boy would do well

The condition you describe is known 
as the “rebound phenomenon.” 
Many people who are allergic or who 
have a highly sensitive mucous 
membrane lining of the nose will 
become dependent (rather than 
“addicted” ) to nose drops. These 
people find that more and more drops 
are needed at more frequent intervals, 
to open the n^sal passages. This cycle 
must be broken because of the damage 
that can be done to the lining of the 
nose. 
Cortisone, in carefully prescribed 
small doses, for a short time, has been 
effectively used to break the cycle of 
dependence. 
For various medical reasons, not all 
people are allowed to use cortisone. 
Under no circumstances should it be 
taken without a doctor’s advice. 
Nose drops are effective and are 
prescribed for short periods of time. 
Never are they intended to be used 
indiscriminately or indefinitely, nor in 
amounts other than prescribed.

Poll Released 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. 
Postal Service has released the results 
of a survey that indicate a majority of 
Americans like the way their mail is 
delivered. 
Some 23 per cent of those surveyed 
felt service was excellent, and 37 per 
cent rated it as very good, the Postal 
Service said Wednesday. Another 25 
per cent said service was just good, 9 
per cent said it was fair, and 3 per cent 
felt it was poor.

“ I AM THE GOOD SHEPHERD" - When the Evangelical 
United Brethern Church and the Methodist Church merged to 
become a single denomination known as United Methodists 
April 23, 1%8, their were two Methodist Churches in C ir­ 
cleville. The f irst Methodist Church changed their name to 
the Community United Methodist Church and the KUB 
Church becam e known as the* Good Shepherd United 
Methodist Church. They copied the name from a Bible verse 
attached to the above stained glass window in their worship 


EDITOR'S NOTE—The following is an 
article written and compiled by Miss 
Lucille Kirkwood. Church Historian, 
as text for a special booklet to be given 
out at the Good Shepherd United 
Methodist Church's 75th anniversary 
celebration Sunday. 


Zane's Trail was basically the road 
over which United Brethrenism came 
into Ohio from the place of its in­ 
ception, L ancaster County, Penn­ 
sylvania. As pioneers 
m igrated 
westward, those having affiliation with 
the United Brethren movement settled 
for the most part more heavily in 
Fairfield, Pickaway and Ross Coun­ 
ties. 
These people were of German or 
Pennsylvania Dutch descent. Many of 
these migrants settling in Pickaway 
County were United Brethren. Too, a 
great number were Methodists. They 
came as early as 1800. 
The “ old" 
Scioto Conference, 
organized in 
1825, 
contained 
this 
section of the United Brethren Church, 
extending to the Ohio River in the 
South and to I^ke Erie on the North 
The first official paper or magazine 
of the United Brethren denomination, 
The 
Religious 
Relescope, 
was 
published in Circleville, Dec. 31, 1834. 
The Scioto Conference felt 
the 
necessity for a printing establishment 
and the Religious Telescope evolved to 
provide “news of the church, official 
action of the Annual Conferences 
inspirational 
m aterials 
and 
discussions of current issues of the da> 
(such as the abolition of slavery, etc.)’ 
it was in 1837 that the First United 
Brethren in Christ Church in Cir­ 
cleville had its beginnings. Regular 
services were held on alternate Sun­ 
days at the County Court House, which 
then stood in the center of the old 
historic circle, where Main and Court 
Sts. cross. The following year services 


were transferred to the Academy 
building. 
The Rev. William Hanby came to 
Circleville as treasurer of the Printing 
establishment, and preached to this 
new born Church and Congregation in 
the year 1838. “With the close of the 
year, a great revival was started in 
Circleville, which resulted in the 
organization of the United Brethren 
Church of about one hundred mem­ 
bers.” 
In 1839 a brick church was erected on 
the property on E. Main St. The church 
was constructed of bricks moulded by 
Taselton Collins and the carpenter 
work was done by B. Beaver. 
The Rev. John Coons was the first 
pastor. “He was a good preacher of 
good ability, but was distinguished 
expecially for his good judgment and 
responsible character.” In 1841, he 
was elected to the Bishopric. The fact 
that he won the confidence of his 
associates and held such a high place 
of leadership is amazing. He did not 
possess a common school education 
and could not read a verse in the Bible 
until after his conversion. 
During the first few years, the 
Church had a hard struggle for 
existence; the salaries of the ministers 
were only raised with the greatest 
difficulty and the indebtedness on the 
church was not completed until 1854, 
when, 14 years after construction, it 
was finally dedicated. 
In 1843, the Rev. Hanby served the 
church for one year. He was followed 
by the Rev. David Edwards. In one 
year the membership grew from 125 to 
716. In 1845 the General Conference 
was held in Circleville, this being 
referred to as “the heart of the United 
Brethren Movement.” 
At this same Conference in 1845 it 
was voted to move the 
Printing 
Establishment to the basement of 
First Church, and three new Bishops 


were elected: namely, the Rev. J. 
Russell, the Rev. J. Glossbrener and 
the Rev. 
William 
Hanby. 
Bishop 
Havby was the father of Benjamin 
Hanby, who wrote "Darling Nellie 
Gary” , and a daughter Jennie Hanby, 
the first church organist of the United 
Brethren denom ination in Canal 
Winchester. 
In the fall of 1853 the Publishing 
Establishment was moved to Dayton, 
Ohio. The transfer of the equipment 
was made on the Canal from Cir­ 
cleville to Columbus. From Columbus 
to Xenia it was transported by railroad 
and from Xenia to Dayton by wagons. 
From the year 1844 when die church 
prospered under the leadership of the 
Rev. Edwards, there was a total of 9 
ministers until 1858. At that time, the 
congelation being unable to support a 
pastor, the church was attached to the 
Pickaway circuit. 
At an Annual Conference in 1866, it 
was resolved that First Church be 
called a mission church and that it 
receive an appropriation from Con­ 
ference funds to sustain it. Rev. Daniel 
Bonebrake was appointed pastor. In 
1867 Rev. J. Dickson was assigned as 
pastor, and during his pastorate the 
tower was erected to the church. 
In 1877 Rev. J. Mills was assigned to 
the pastorate. Again, the church 
prospered and the membership in­ 
creased.

1880 
A Women’s 
Missionary Association was organized 
in First Church with eleven c harter 
members. The first Girls' Missionery 
Society, the Gleaner’s 
Band 
was 
organized in 1885. At a later time the 
name was changed to Otterbein Guild. 
The church prospered under the long 
and successful pastorate of the Rev. A. 
E. Wright, who was assigned to the 
church in 1894. The old church became 
inadequate, and in 1897 the Trustees 
were given the responsibility to in­

remodeling the church. However, it 
was decided to raze the old building 
and build a more modern edifice. In 
April 1898 the old church was torn 
down and work on the new church, a 
handsome brick structure, was begun 
at a cost of $8100.00, not including old 
brick used and other materials from 
the old church. The building com­ 
mittee consisted ot the Rev. A. E. 
Wright, E. S. Neuding, and George 
Smith. The Trustees of the church 
were J. J. Brehmer, E. S. Neuding, 
George Denman, George Smith, A. 
English, F rank Gordon, and S. 
Holdren. At that time there were 800 
Communicants. 
By looking at the exterior of the 
Church you can clearly see where the 
new bricks, in the front part, were used 
and the bricks from the old church 
were used in the other parts of the 
building. 
The Church organized a Mission in 
the north end of Circleville in 1904, but 
discontinued the project and Marted a 
Sunday School in the south side of 
town. 
The Rev. A. Orr was assigned to the 
church as pastor in 1905. The church 
was still very much in debt and in 1906, 
Bishop Mills was invited as guest 
speaker and an effort was made to 
liquidate the debt. I-ater in the year, a 
Jubilee service was held to raise' $500 
to repair and refinish the interior of the 
church. The platform at tliat time was 
changed to make it all one height. 
The O tterbein Brotherhood was 
organized March 12, 1908. It was the* 
first such organization in Circleville. 
It is interesting to note that there 
was a listing of the names of the Choir 
members of the Church in 1907 in the 
Church Paper, called the IJ.

The old Scioto Conference of the 
United B rethren Church becam e 
Southeast Ohio Conference in 1900, and 
at the Annual Conference held in 
Circleville in 1947, the name was 
changed to Ohio Southeast Conference. 
On November 16, 1946 the United 
Brethren in Christ Church merged 
with the Evangelical Church, thus 
becoming the Evangelical United 
Brethren denomination. 
In 1951, while the Reverend Carl L.

pastor, 
the 
new 
educational unit, named Christian 
Service Center, was constructed. The

remodeled and new pulpit furniture 
was constructed. 
After the Rev. O. F. Gibbs assumed 
the pastorate in 1957, the second floor 
of the Christian Service Conter was 
completed. In this second floor area 
classrooms and an auditorium with 
stage were provided for the children’s 
department. A new parsonage was 
purchased at 555 Ridgewood Drive, in 
the north end of town. The old par­ 
sonage was razed and a new parking 
lot was provided. The interior of the 
sanctuary was completely redecorated 
including new red carpeting and new 
light fixtures in the sanctuary. These 
were very good years in spiritual 
growth for the Church. 
The Reverend IL Eugene Flowers 
came to the' Church as pastor in June 
1965. The UnderShepherd Visitation 
Program was instituted with 36 teams. 
This program worked very effectively, 
while it was used. A new Allen organ 
was installed, and the exterior of the 


church was given a face lifting by 
sandblasting and water proofing. 
On April 23,1968, with the merger of 
the E vangelical United B rethren 
Church and the Methodist, we became 
United Methodist. Since there were 
two “First” churches of the former 
denominations by name in town, both 
churches were requested to change 
their

Church became Community United 
Methodist Church. 
In June of 1970, the conferences of 
the two original denominations con­ 
vened at the Conference Grounds at 
lakeside for the first Annual Con­ 
ference of Ohio West Conference with 
14 districts. Circleville is now in the 
Columbus South District with Bishop 
F. Gerald Ensley as our leader. 
In 1971, a $35,000.00 Improvement 
Program of the Church and Christian 
Service Center was approved by the 
Administrative Board and the Board of 
Church I vocation and Building of the 
Columbus South District. The sanc­ 
tuary was redecorated, wall-to-wall 
carpet was laid, and new pews were 
installed in the sanctuary, choir loft 
and overflow room at rear of sanc­ 
tuary. 
In 1972 two air-conditioning units 
were installed in the Church proper, 
and two units in the Christian Service 
(e n te r. The P a sto r’s Study was 
redecorated; the ceiling in the dining 
area of the Service Center was lowered 
and indirect lighting was installed; the 
nursery was completely renovated 
with indirect lighting and Plex-a-Glass 
installed over windows; the upstairs 
area was redecorated I by the men of 
the (Jiurch).

Aids Battle 


Against Floods 


CLINTON, Miss. (AP) — A $12- 
million scale model of the Mississippi 
River was in flood today to give the 
Corps of Army Engineers answers to 
real-life emergencies that could arise 
along the swollen stream . 
The “world’s largest, smallscale 
working model” has been recalled to 
24-hour duty to supply information 
used in the Corps’ struggle to control 
fine of tin* 20th century’s great floods. 
It marked a possible new lease on 
life for a unique Corps facility which 
had been declared surplus a victim of 
tin* computer. 
The men who operate the Mississippi 
River Basin model, laid out on 220 
acres near Clinton, were aglow with 
txith victory and optimism. 
“We expect to In* in operation a few 
more years,” said Jam es Foster, the 
engineer in charge. “Computers have 
not been able to duplicate what this 
model can do.” 
Maj. Gen. Charles C. Noble, head of 
the Mississippi River Commission at 
Vicksburg, Miss., said the “surplus” 
facility is a valuable test tool during a 
flood crisis like this one. 
E ngineers 
say 
the 
intricate 
relationship between the Mississippi 
and its tributaries doesn’t always lend 
itself to computer analysis. 
“ A computer is only as good as the 
data you input,” said Noble. “There 
usually 
comes a 
time, 
in 
these 
situations, when you feel a lot better if 
you can put tin* problem on the model 
and get an empirical answer.’’

Femmore said his technique paves 
the way for scientists to measure the 
exact amount of marijuana in human 
blood at any given time and correlate 
that data with heart rates, behavioral 
patterns and other vital information.
